On both trips, 
detailed trip reports were 
submitted to the Club members. 
In addition, copies of the reports 
were sent to the President, 
Home and Foreign Mission 
Dept., the Presiding Bishop and 
to the Field Secretary, who are 
honorary members of the China 
Club. 


The Key link to the work which 
the Church of God in Christ is 
doing in China is Dr. David C. K. 
Chan, Bishop of the Peniel 
Chinese Christian Church. Supt. 
Chan says, the cost to start a 
church would be about three 
hundred twenty dollars a month 
($320.00) in American money.

During the 
past few years the church has experienced many first; the C. H. Mason 
Seminary was a first, The Hospital Fund was another, the Chisca Hotel 
is a first and now the bookstore is another. Before this the Church of 
God in Christ was the only major black denomination that did not own 
its.own bookstore. Much of the coordinative of this new project was 
due to the untiring efforts of Elder Roy Winbush who is the President 
of the Publishing Board of the Churches of God in Christ.

“Just as the fountains,” 
says Chrysostom, “though none 
drink from them, still flow on, 
and rivers, though none drink 
from them, still run, so we must 
do all on our part, though none 
give heed to us.” 


If there is a mission in heaven or

on earth that calls for militancy, 
it is the God-given mission of 
preaching. Preaching holds 
within its powers the destiny of 
mankind. It is a mission of life 
unto life, or of death unto 
death. It transcends all other 
callings, as the Alps transcend 
the foothills over which they 
stand sentinel. It is an imperial 
business with imperative 
demands and eternal 
consequences. The militant 
preacher is earth’s most militant 
and meaningful personage. 


This discussion is to center 
around three main thoughts: 
first, The Militant Preacher Is 
Apostolic; second, The Militant 
Preacher Is Needed Today; third, 
The Militant Preacher Is 
Challenged. 


I. THE MILITANT PREACHER 
IS APOSTOLIC 


Apostolic preaching dynamited 
the strongholds of wickedness in 
the early days of Christianity, 
conquered formidable evils, 
blessed individuals, and flashed 
its rays across the world. 
Preachers in that day could not 
be confined to one nation. They 
took to the ocean as they carried 
the “good news’ to all lands. 
They could say with the poet: 


I know a land that is sunk in 
shame, 

Of hearts that faint and tire; 
And I know a name, a name , a 
name, 

That can set that land on fire.

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LEADERSHIP CONFERENCE 


Progress is a easy word to use. 
For many of us it has become 
like a broken song record; it’s 
sometimes used to hide failure. 
Although frequently used, it is 
seldom followed through with 
progressive action. Too many 
organizations, churches, etc., 
carry the label ‘progress’, but 
not the goods. This has certainly 
not been the case with our 
church under leadership of our 
Presiding Bishop and General 
Board. The Leadership 
Conference was the most true 
difinition of progress in action I 
can remember witnessing. 


But, before I can talk about the 
conference itself, I first need to 
try to describe the feeling one 
experiences upon entering one 
of the cities most outstanding 
hotels that, at one time, twenty 
years ago, you could only work 
in. What first you must be-aware 
of is that this five-hundred (500) 
room and eight (8) story 
building was not loaned to the 
church just for a few days, but is 
owned by the Church of God in 
Christ, Inc. If you are a 
convention traveler this has an 
immediate significance to you 
since for the past thirty (30) or 
more years every building of this 
kind could only be enjoyed by 
us a few days at a time. The 
feeling one enjoys when he 
comes to the realization “This is 
Ours” is indescribable. 


The next very important feature 


of this leadership conference is 
the surprisingly prompt and 
highly organized way it was 
carried out. It seems like the 
Church of God in Christ is going 
to have to began getting use to 
being on time. During the entire 
leadership conference not one 
event, not one class, not one 
meeting was more than five (5) 
minutes late. From the moment 
you arrived at the conference it 
was immediately realized that 
time was of the essence. Even if 
our Presiding Bishop was in the 
middle of an important 


statement, he would in some 


way make it brief so that the 
schedule could be kept. And to 
my surpirse the people 
cooperated fully with the 
schedule. I saw Bishops and 
Missionaries ranging from age of 
righty (80) to thirty (30) keep a 
class schedule that would have 
been difficult for some young 
college students, and not one 
complained. Instead there was 
an aura of joy, serious 
commitment, and _ fellowship 
that was rewarding in itself. 


Equally significant as the 
promptness of the conference 
was the beautiful way it was 
conducted. At exactly 8:00 A. 
M. a hot “‘soul” breakfast was 
served. All had plenty to eat 
with much left over. The setting 
was just as elegant and clean as 
any you could have desired. At 
10:00 A. M. breakfast was ended

AGENT FOR GROWTH

Problems here, problems there. 
Problems everywhere. The 
church is no exception. Where 
there are people, you'll find 
problems. 


“Half of the patients in our 
hospitals have been made sick by 
a mental or emotional problem , 
” says Henry Brandt. 


Some people think that 
Christians aren’t human. But 
being a Christian doesn’t mean 
that one isn’t a_ person. 
Christians have the same drives, 
emotions, anger, and irrational 
thoughts that other people have. 


Since Christians aren’t exempt 
from problems, the. church must 
try to meet their needs. It must 
be ready to help people deal 
with their problems when they 
cry for help. This is best done 
through personal counseling. 
The Pastor, or other ministers in 
the church, could do _ the 
counseling. 


If counseling is effective, the 
church* becomes an agent of 
growth and healing for its 
members. Successful counseling 
is more than giving spiritual 
guidance. It involves the Pastor 
or church worker in helping a 
person solve his own problem. 
Too often, leaders merely tell a 


member to pray and God will 
work it all out. At other times, 
they tell the member what to do 
and then read a few verses of 
scripture that really have little 
relevance to his problem. This 
kind of counseling does little 
because no growth takes place. 
It is very important. that the 
counselor sees himself as a 
helper, and not as one who gives 
an automatic solution to any 
problem. 


The Christian message of’ the 
Pastor or church worker affects 
their effectiveness as a 
counselor. If their message is 
mentally healthy, they will 
generally be effective counselors. 


Is your Christian message 
mentally healthy? Karl 
Menninger says, ““The manner in 
which a man utilizes his religion. 
. . is a commentary on the state 
of his mental health.’ It is 
necessary to _ evaluate our 
Christian message from time to 
time. 


Preachers and church workers 
sometimes distort the Christian 
message in ways that hurt rather 
than help. Or their message may 
hinder personality growth. Is 
this really what you want to 
communicate to those who hear

MIDEAST CONFLICT

“Blessed are the peacemakers; 
for they shall be called the 
children of God.” 

So declared Jesus in His Sermon 
on the Mount. And today those 
who believe in Him have a 
wonderful opportunity in the 
Mideast to set the course for 
peaceful relations in this most 
complex situation. 


The area known as Palestine is 
sacred to Moslems, Judiasts and 
Christians. Throughout many 
centuries there has been much 
violence here in the name of 
holy causes as adherents sought 
to possess and control it for 
their religion. 


The past with its wrongs, strife 
and bitterness is history. It 
cannot be erased. But as 
peacemakers, we can-we 
must!-begin to build a future of 
peace with freedom. 


The people of the world, as 
represented by the United 
Nations, resolved on November 
22, 1967 that Israel should cease 
it’s expansionist policy and 
return to the borders in 


existence before the 1967 war. 
Moreover, there has been a plea 
to Israel to grant equal rights 
and liberties to everyone within 
it’s boundaries. Because simple 
justice demands effective 
support for these objectives, 
Christian peacemakers should 
take the lead in bringing this to 
pass. 


And since the Holy Land is 
sacred to followers of three 
different religions, and thus has 
become ae continuing 
ultra-sensitive, explosive place, 


the only workable solution 
appears to be _ international 
control of the area, with 


individual sites administered by 
adherents to whom they are 
sacred. 


The Mideast today offers the 
time and place in history when 
Christians should lead the way as 
peacemakers. Indeed, if 
Christians can persuade Jews and 
Arabs to lay aside their weapons 
and cooperate to bring accord 
and a better life for all in this 
area, the example will be set for 
all the world to follow. 


ELDER HENRY YOUNG 
RECEIVES 
DOCTORATE IN RELIGION 


Elder Henry Young, instructor 
of philosophy and theology at 
the Interdenominational 
Theological Center in Atlanta, 
Ga., recently received his Ph.D. 
in Systematic Theology. 


Dr. Young, born in Boca Raton 
Beach, Fla. to Mr. and Mrs. 
Marion Young, graduated from 
Carver High School in Delray 
Beach, Fla. in 1963 after which 
he enrolled in Saints Junior 
College in Lexington, Miss. After 
receiving the Associate of Arts 
degree from Saints, he was 
matriculated into Tougaloo 
College, Tougaloo, Miss. where 
in 1967 he received the Bachelor 
of Arts degree in Philosophy and 
Religion. 


_DR. HENRY YOUNG AND WIFE 
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This degree set the stage for a 
fast-moving yet intense pursuit 
of theological training for Dr. 
Young which was to achieve for 
him in 1970 a Master of 
Theology degree in Systematic 
Theology from Boston 
University School of Theology, 
Boston, Mass. It was during his 
years spent in Boston that Dr. 
Young became a member of the 
Three Regent Church of God in 
Christ under the pastorate and 
diocese of Bishop C. L. Young. 


Because of his thirst to steep 
himself into a trained ministry, 
Dr. Young, a young man of 
meager financial means _ but 
abundant determination, 
enrolled in the Ph.D. program in 
Hartford Seminary Foundation, 
Hartford, Conn. where he 
simultaneously held a teaching 
fellowship in religion at Trinity 
College. 


On Dec. 19, 1973, Dr. Young 
was granted a Doctorate of 
Philosophy in Systematic 
Theology where he defended his 
dessertation entitled Two 
Models of the Human Future: A 
Study in the Process Theism of 
Teilhard De Chardin and Alfred 
North Whitehead. 


Dr. Young is presently serving as 
an Assistant Professor of 
Philosophy and Theology at the 
Interdenominational Theological 
Center in Atlanta, Ga. of which 
the Charles Harrison Mason 
Seminary is a constituent. He is 
married to the former Miss Aleta 
Joyce Downs of Boston, and on 
Dec. 11, 1973, he became the 
proud father of a baby girl, 
Aleta Renee.

It is the hand of God 
reaching out to a fallen 
humanity and, lifting mankind 
to the lofty heights of peace 
with God. It is the light of God 
leading a soul to Christ. We dare 
not accept this heritage which 
has been bequeathed to us 
without a willingness to pay the 
price.

The people of God do not dance 
as the world dances, but as 
moved by the Spirit of God. So 
you can see it is all in the Spirit 
of God, and to the glory of God. 


It is not to satisfy the lust of the 
KRAEKKKKKK 

12:28. For he that speaketh in 
an unknown tongue speaketh 
not to men, but unto God, for 
no man understandeth him; 
howbeit in the spirit he speaketh 
mysteries. I Cor. 14:2. No man 
understand him, but the spirit is 
speaking mysteries of God, 
through us. Is it wrong for one 
to pray in tongues? No, for if I 
pray in an unknown tongue, my 
Spirit prayeth but my 
understanding is unfruitful. I 
Cor. 14:14. Should we let the 
spirit pray in us if we do not 
know what he is saying? Yes 
what is it then, I will pray with 
the spirit and with the 
understanding also. I Cor. 14:15. 
We do not understand what to 
pray for as we ought to Rom. 
8:26. Likewise the spirit also 
helpeth our infirmities, for we 
know not what we should pray 
for as we ought; but the spirit 
itself maketh intercession for us 
with groanings which cannot be 
uttered. How many ways can the 
spirit speaking with tongues in 
us edify the Church? We see four 
ways. I Cor. 14:6. First way, by 
revealation; second, by 
knowledge; third, by 
prophesying; fourth, by 
doctrinal teaching. What more 
can we say, wherefore tongues 
are a sign not to them that 
believe, but to them that believe 
not; but prophesying serveth not 
for them that believe not, but 
for them which believe. I Cor. 
14:22. Should we forbid to 
speak with tongues? No 
Wherefore, brethren, covet to 
prophesy and forbid not to 
speak with tongues. I Cor. 
14:39. 

Are we helped in any way to 
speak in tongues? Yes. He that 
speaketh in an unknown tongue 
edifieth himself. I Cor. 14:4. 
Would the Holy Ghost have all 
to speak with tongues? Yes I 
would that ye all speak with 
tongues, but rather that ye 
prophesied, for greater is he that 
prophesieth than he _ that 
speaketh with tongues except he 
interpret that the Church may 
receive edifying when he that 
speak with tongues cannot 
interpret, but if he can interpret 
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flesh, or the carnal appetite as 
the world’s dance, but out to 
glorify God, and satisfy the 
soul. The world dances of the 
world, about the world and to 
the world. 


The children of God dance of 
God, for God and to the praise 
and glory of His name. They 
have the joy of the Lord in 
them. They are joyful in their 
King--the Christ. 


At times they may be dancing 
Christ is all, or none but Christ. 
How sweet it is to dance to Him 
and about Him, for He is all. 


So to dance in the Spirit of the 
Lord expresses joy and victory.

O how the 
Holy Ghost doth reveal Christ to 
us when we are baptized with 
Him, and we do speak with 
tongues as He gives utterance; 
He will make us know that we 
are in Christ and Christ in us; 
and Ch:ist in the Father and the 
Father in Christ.

Christ is all 
God speaks himself in tongues in 
us. Isa. 28: 12-50. 4; 54/17, for 
with stammering lips and 
another tongue will He speak to 
His people, to whom He said:

And if so is it right? Yes. Please 
read now in this subject. Ps. 
2:11, which says, ‘“‘Serve the 
Lord with fear and rejoice with 
trembling.” Eph. 6:5. Servants 
with trembling. II Cor. 7:15. 
Well if one is sanctified will he 
shake? Answer yes. Jeremiah 
was sanctified, Jeremiah 1:5, 
and he didshake. Jeremiah 23:9 
said he beheld the mountains 
and they trembled.

All classes that 
followed tried to do just that. 
Each instructor tried to inform 
us of the new direction the 
church is trying to take. 


At 12:00 P. M. the classes began.

So that no one 
would get lost from their groups, 
special group leaders were 
assigned to show the way to 
each class, and to answer any 
questions we may have had. 


My particular group leader was 
Bishop Green who took 
seemingly a personal interest in 
each member of his group. He 
was not only very accomodating, 
but very inspiring to all group 
discussion. 


Each Instructor spoke as if they 
were experts in their fields. They 
were usually prepared for most 
questions. At 4:00 P. M. we 
re-assembled for a joint session. 
Each instructor or department 
head presented their goals and 
programs for the New Year. 
Afterward our Presiding Bishop 
gave closing remarks and we 
went to dinner. There is one 
almost unbelieveable observation 
I would like to make; and that 
is; not ONE offering was raised 
the entire two days. Neither was 
there a charge for any meals.

your message? Howard Clinebell 
feels that the Christian message 
should be “a_ constructive, 
creative, healing, life-affirming 
force’? and not “a_ dark, 
repressive, life-crippling force.” 


When I was growing up in the 
church - this probably holds true 
for many of you -- I heard many 
negative messages. Some 
weakened my _ self-esteem, 
provoked fear, and really hurt 
my enjoyment of life. 
Sometimes I was left in a state 
of depression after I left a 
church service. I remember 
vividly the taboos of certain 
preachers, that on many 
occasions turned out to be a list 
of laws concerning surface 
behavior. 


This is just the opposite of what 
Christ said was his purpose for 
coming into the world,” ... I 
came that they may have life, 
and have it abundantly” (John 
10:10 RSV). 


Christ should be the model for 
every Christian message. You 
can evaluate your message by 
using this checklist suggested by 
Clinebell: 


1. Does it build bridges or 
barriers between people? 


2. Does it weaken or strengthen 
a sense of trust in relationship to 
God’s world? 


3. Is it concerned with surface 
behavior or the total person? 


enjoyment of life? 


5. Does it enable people to deal 
constructively with their basic 
drives and emotions? 


6. Does it promote love and 
growth or fear? 


7. Does it strengthen or weaken 
self-esteem? 


8. Is it reality oriented? 


9. Does it stimulate or hinder 
the growth of internal freedom 
and personal responsibility? 


The Christian message enhances 
mental health when it is 
presented in the context of the 
gospel. It builds bridges between 
persons. It stimulates inner 
freedom. It increases enjoyment 
of life. It promotes love and 
growth. It strengthens 
self-esteem. Above all, the 
mentally healthy message is 
related to life and enables people 
to deal with their basic drives 
and emotions.

sure; because, if you did, you 
must be a most inhuman wretch 
to pass me, day by day, and 
never tell me about it or warn 
me of it.” 


A Quakeress once said to a 
visiting clergyman who applied 
for the pulpit and who 
announced the “Large Hope”: 
“If what thee say is true, we do 
not need thee, and if what thee 
say is not true, we do not want 
thee.”” A preacher is great only 
as he is God-possessed. When a 
preacher is God-possessed, he 
will be militantly zealous.
